Student  Body  Passes 
Important  Amendment 

An  amendment  to  the  Student 
constitution,  which  allows  students 
to  become  life  members  of  the 
Alumni  Association  upon  gradu- 
ation, was  passed  by  a  majority 
vote  in  the  campus  elections  on 
April  26. 

By  unanimous  vote  the  Student 
Council  had  prevously  approved 
Secretary  Joe  W.  Webb's  recom- 
mendation that  the  amendment  be 
placed  on  the  ballot. 

Webb  stated,  "This  move  on  the 
part  of  the  Student  Council  and 
student  body  should  serve  as  an 
incentive  for  members  of  the 
faculty  and  other  Alumni  of  NSC 
who  are  not  life  members  to  send 
in  their  S5  life  membership  fee. 
Upon  receipt  of  S5,  we  will  send 
you  a  Life  Membership  Certifi- 
cate. We  urge  you  to  give  this 
matter  serious  consideration  and 
join  our  association  in  order  that 
we  may  do  bigger  and  better 
things  for  NSC." 

The  amendment  follows: 
AMENDMENT 

(1)  Each  Student  enrolled  in 
the  College  shall  pay  to  the  Alum- 
ni Association  50  cents  per  se- 
mester and  25  cents  per  summer 
term.  These  payments  shall  be 
made  at  the  time  of  registration, 
and  shall  be  included  in  the  reg- 
istration fee. 

(2)  Effective  with  the  1960 
Fall  semester,  each  student  who 
graduates  from  the  CoMege  shall 
pay  SI  to  the  Alumni  Association 
at  the  time  he  pays  diploma  fee. 

(3)  Each  member  of  the  gradu- 
ating class  of  1964  spring  semes- 
ter and  each  member  of  all  sub- 
sequent graduating  classes  shall 
be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privi- 
leges pertaining  thereto.

Amendment  Passes; 
Put  Into  Practice 

An  amendment  to  the  NSC  Stu- 
dent Constitution  was  added  in 
the  Spring  of  1960,  enabling  stu- 
dents to  become  life  members  of 
the  Alumni  Association  upon 
graduation. 

The  amendment,  suggested  by 
Secretary  Joe  W.  Webb,  provides 
that  students  pay  to  the  Associa- 
tion 50  cents  per  regular  semester 
and  25  cents  per  summer  semester. 

Effective  with  the  1960  Fall 
semester,  graduates  pay  $1  to  the 
Association.  Members  of  the  grad- 
uating class  of  1964  and  all  sub- 
sequent classes  will  receive  life 
memberships. 

The  amendment  was  added  as 
an  incentive  for  students  to  join 
the  Association  and  for  faculty 
and  other  Alumni  to  become  life 
members.

Demons  Open  Grid  Season 
With  14-0  Victory  Over  SFA 


Northwestern  State  College's 
Demons  opened  the  1960  football 
campaign  on  September  17  by 
blanking  the  Stephen  F.  Austin 
Lumberjacks,  14-0,  in  Shreveport's 
State  Fair  Stadium.  A  crowd  of 
7,133  turned  out  for  the  Demon 
debut,  which  saw  Coach  Jack  Clay- 
ton's spirited  squad  start  the  cam- 
paign in  winning  fashion. 

Last  year,  NSC  opened  against 
SFA  and  had  to  settle  for  a  14-14 
deadlock.  The  Demons  then  went 
on  to  finish  the  1959  season  with 
a  disappointing  4-5-1  record. 

The  same  foes  face  Northwest- 
ern this  year,  and  already  the 
Demons  have  improved  on  last 
year's  campaign.  The  nine-game 
schedule  finds  the  Colorado  School 
of  Mines  Orediggers,  a  37-0  vic- 
tim of  NSC  last  season,  the  only 
team  missing  from  the  current 
slate. 

Following  the  opener  against 
SFA,  the  Demons  play  two  straight 
home  games  against  Lamar  Tech 
and  then  Louisiana  College.  NSC 
will  be  seeking  revenge  in  both 
those  outings,  having  fallen  to 
Lamar,  19-0,  and  to  Louisiana  Col- 
lege, 8-0,  on  foreign  soil  last  sea- 
son. 

On  October  8,  the  Demons  travel 
to  Monroe  to  meet  Northeast  State 
in  the  Indians'  Homecoming  tilt. 
The  2  p.m.  contest  is  one  of  two 
afternoon  games  to  be  played  by 
the  Demons  this  year.  All  other 
contests  begin  at  8  p.m. 

Following  an  open  date  on  Oc- 
tober   15,    the    Demons    open    the 


Louisiana  State  Fair  on  October 
22  with  their  annual  tussle  against 
Louisiana  Tech  in  Shreveport. 
Then  follows  the  longest  road  trip 
for  the  squad  in  several  years,  an 
October  29  date  with  Pensacola 
Navy  in  Pensacola,  Florida. 

Three  straight  conference  games 
round  out  the  regular  and  Gulf 
States  circuit  season.  On  Novem- 
ber 5,  the  Demons  travel  to  Lake 
Charles  to  take  on  McNeese  State; 
on  November  12,  NSC  celebrates 
Homecoming  with  a  2  p.m.  tilt 
against  the  University  of  South- 
western Louisiana;  and  on  No- 
vember 19,  the  Demons  host  South, 
eastern  Louisiana  College  in  the 
finale. 

The  1960  Demons  are  character- 
ized by  youth  with  a  predomin- 
ance of  freshmen  and  sophomores 
on  the  roster.  The  finest  spirit  in 
many  years,  however,  pervades  the 
Demon  squad  and  promises  plenty 
of  excitement  for  Demon  fans 
this  season.
